When the Fatherhood of 
God is 
recognized and accepted by people the 
world over, Chen 
there will be no 
nioro war, declared the Rev. Clark W. 
Cumrulngs, in 
hl» address Sunday 
evening at the Christian church. 
When men and women realize that 
God ie their leather, whan- they can 
address Him in common as 
"Our 
Father," then they will be brought 
closer together into that 
kinship 
which knows all men as brothers, said 
che Rev. Cummings. Then there can 
be no class hatred or race animosity. 
Yellow men and red men, white men 
r.nd black men will then be drawn In- 
to 
a 
common 
brotherhood. 
No 
amount of legislation can prevent 
wars. War will persist until the laat 
trump is sounded urailesB 
men have 
imbued in their hearts the compelling 
thought that God Is their Father. 
God should not be considered as the 
author of pain, sorrow or tragedy, the 
Rev. 
Cummings 
declared. It 
was 
plain that persons who 
thought of 
God as such a Being, responsible for 
misery and affliction, would be 
re- 
pelled from accepting Him as Father. 
But such is for Irom the true concep- 
tion1. 
God rather allows trials and 
tribulations that wo may be strength- 
ened. The speaker drew the analogy 
of a little child learning to walk. The 
child is watched over by his parents, 
but Is not lead by the hand at every 
step. The child may fall, but he is 
leci to gain his feet again and renew 
his efforts. 
So It is with the heaven- 
ly Father. 
Men must undergo sor 
rows and trials in order that they may 
be able to walk alone trusting In Him. 
It would be much better, the pastor 
said, if some young people today did 
not have such an easy time. It would 
be well for them if parents were not 
so indulgent, if they had a little more 
real trouble and bumped up against 
some real adversity. It would teach 
them the value of perseverance; it 
would give them a test of strength 
and character which would make for 
better men and women; and it might 
instill in Uiem the trvth of the gospel 
of Christ that God is "Our Father.' 
If we accept God as Father there 
caxi be no such 
thing as fatalism, 
class 
animosities 
will 
be entirely 
swept away, and anarchistic thought 
cajraot be tolerated. For God is just. 
His blessings are. for all. 
He plays 
no favorites. 
The Rev. Cummings urged the ac- 
ceptance of God as the Father. It can 
be done through faith in Christ. It 
will bring happiness, confidence, re- 
assurance. It is a privilege open to 
every one who will heed the gospel of 
Christ.
